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PREFACE. 

As to the motives that have inspired this little work I have 
thought that I could not do better than submit the foUowitjg com- 
munication : 

Mrs. A. W. McCune, Salt Lake City. 

Dear Siste. : I have read with more than passing interest the 
columns of your genealogical department in the "News," and feel that 
I ought to add my experience in such matters to the many very valu- 
able contributions thus far made. 

At the time of the death of my father, Chauncey W. West, in Jan- 
uary, 1870, I scarcely knew, with certainty, the names of my grand- 
parents, both of whom died at Winter Quarters during the rigorous 
Winter of 1846-7, while en route to Salt Lake Valley. I had fre- 
quently heard my father speak of his great anxiety regarding the work 
for the dead, and how, not being the eldest of his father's family, the 
responsibility of the leadership of this work rested upon another, viz., 
his brother Aaron, then a resident of New York, and a member of the 
Church almost from its inception. My father had frequently written 
him to come to Zion and exercise the privileges, and assume the re- 
sponsibilities of his. heirship as the eldest son, but this he had re- 
peatedly failed to do. Once father sent an outfit all the way to the 
Missouri River to bring him and his family to Utah, only to be again 
disappointed at the last moment. 

At this time, my uncle, so I am advised, was in very good circum- 
stances, which, coupled with the importunities of his wife, was doubt- 
less the cause of his failure to respond to duty's call. 

Soon after this, my father died. At the time of his death my elder 
brother was in Switzerland on a mission, and he subsequently told me 
how father had visited him in that far-off land at the very time, as 
nearly as he could tell, that his spirit took its flight, and said to him, 
"Chauncey, do your duty!" That this injunction related to the, work 
of the dead, as much as to anything else, is evidenced by the fact that 
upon my brother's return, soon after, he went straight to New York, 
where he hunted up my uncle, and obtained from the old family Bible 
the genealogy of my father's family, and my father's father's family, 
that subsequently proved a very valuable beginning to my genealog- 
ical researches. He found my uncle's circumstances greatly chanjred, 
in that he had lost all his property, his wife had left him, he had 
gone totally blind in a most mysterious way, and he was left dependent 
upon the charity of others. Under these circumstances he now gladly 
accepted of my brother's offer to take him to Zion, where he almost 
immediately entered upon the performance of this important work for 
the dead which had been so long neglected. Our limited list was soon 
exhausted, however, and we were completely at sea for further in- 
formation. 

For a time the work ceased, and my brother sought work upon the 
railroad, where his duties were too exacting to enable him to give 
these matters much attention. Besides, it later took him beyond the 
borders of Utah and into Montana, where he subsequently died. 

In the meantime Patriarch Charles W. Hyde visited me at Ogden 
and blessed some of my children. I had previously had a blessing from 
him, so did not solicit another at this time. However, with that spon- 
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taneous inspiration that always characterized this holy man of God, he 
asked me to sit down, as he had a blessing for me also. I did as di- 
rected, and his soul went out in a prayer such as I have seldom ever 
heard. Among other things he told me, in substance, that I had 
important work to do, and that if I would be faithful to my covenants 
my father would visit me and tell me about it. Time went on and 
in the press of a very busy life, I almost forgot these important words 
of the Patriarch. 

One morning, after the slumbers of the night had dispelled all fa- 
tigue, my spirit apparently took its flight to a point in the realms of 
space where I understood I was to meet my father. How joyous, be- 
yond all powers of expression, was that reunion of two souls bound 
together by the ties of God's Holy Covenant, and by an unbounded 
love such as the nobleness and grandeur of my father's life had in- 
spired in a doting son! In the midst of these heavenly salutations I 
beheld, a little way off, an immense concourse of people looking eag- 
erly toward us, whom I instinctively recognized to be our kindred, and 
in the ecstasy of my soul I appealed to my father to let .them come 
and partake of the heavenly joys of the occasion. Immediately the 
scene changed, and I beheld a beautiful landscape in the midst of 
which wended a majestic river. This river was spanned at intervals 
by seven magnificent arches, resembling, in some respects, the Arch 
of Triumph, erected in Paris to commemorate the victories of Na- 
poleon. Soon I found myself conducting several beautiful barges 
down this placid stream and through these arches, my chief care 
being that none of them should be stopped in the order and regular- 
ity of their triumphal progress. To the temple worker, this mystic 
seven may be easily understood when we contemplate the fact that it 
takes just as many ordinances to fully redeem and exalt the dead as 
it does the living. The scene again changed, and I next found myself 
at the foot of a grand stairway leading up into a spacious and mag- 
nificent mansion such as I had never before beheld. There I was re- 
ceiving, and giving directions to a large concourse of people that were 
ascending this stairway in countless numbers. Later I entered this 
mansion and had a most happy meeting with my mother, who passed 
away a few months after my father's death, and from which bereave- 
ment she never fully recovered. Her hair was gray to snowy white- 
ness, yet she was beautiful beyond description, and as full of pink and 
bloom as a maiden in her teens. 

When I awoke, I related all to my wife, and after recording it in 
my journal, began my genealogical research. For a time the Wests 
were difficult to trace, and I was almost discouraged when a lawyer 
by the name of Benedict settled in Ogden and took u«> the practice of 
law. I had cause to consult him upon one occasion, and before leaving 
his office I incidentally remarked that Benedict was a family name, my 
grandmother being a Benedict. He replied, "We are doubtless re- 
lated. I will send and get you a copy of our family genealogy." This 
he iMer did, and sure enough, there was the name of my grandmother, 
Sally Benedict. This man only remained in Ogden a short time; just 
long enough for God to use him as an instrument in supplying this 
much-needed information. 

By this time the St. George Tempk had been completed, and I 
was privileged to be present at its dedication, having gone with Pres- 
ident Young's company from Salt Lake City. On my return to 
Ogden I got the necessary records in shape and sent my Uncle Aaron 
to St. George, where he spent the remaining years of his life working 
for the dead. Several thousand were officiated for by him, and after 
his death the good work was continued, until I found a good sister 
who was more nearly related to the Benedicts than myself, to whom, 
at her request, I turned over all records of the work done, which work 
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PREFACE. V 

had cost hundreds, if not thousands of dollars, and devoted myself 
to the West and Hoagland work with which families I am more nearly 
related. The Lord soon supplied, in an equally mysterious way, infor- 
mation of the Wests that was so difficult to get before, and also fur- 
nished us with a beautifully printed genealogy of the Hoagland fam- 
ily. I say "furnished," from the manner in which it was brought 
forth. A wealthy gentleman, of New York City, by the name of 
Hoagland, spent much of his time and means in collecting from the 
archives of this country and Europe, the information contained in this 
work, and after its issuance from the press, is said to have remarked: 
"I have perused this work with intense interest and pleasure for years, 
spent much in the collection of data and in the preparation and pub- 
lication of the work, and now that it is finished, what good is it?" 
Were he a Latter-day Saint he would have readily understood why he 
was thus inspired and that what seemed so valueless to him was of 
inestimable worth to others. 

I have performed, or had performed all but the last or crowning 
ordinances, for several hundred of my West ancestry, and several 
thousands more of the Wests and jjenedicts have been baptized for 
through my instrumentality. I have also helped to do a large portion 
of the work for the Hoaglands. The West family has been connected, 
husbands to wives, and children to parents from our emigrant ances- 
tor who came to America in 1620, Francis West, brother to Lord Dela- 
ware^ down to my grandchildren who are the tenth generation on 
American soil. 

For my ancestry in England, whoin I trace back to 1180, on my 
father's side and indirectly to David, first king of Scotland, much re- 
mains to be done. I am trying to finish the work for the family in 
America first, as they are nearest of kin, and in this I am reminded 
of the prediction of the Savior, "In that day, the last shall be the 
first and the first shall be the last."

Relative to the seeming denial of our connection with the Eng- 
.lish family of De La Ware West as set forth in a communication 
from W. G. Standard, correspondingsecretaryof the Virginia His- 
torical Society, and published on page thirty-seven, I wish to say 
that both my researches and those of George H. West, who spent 
some time in New England searching for genealogical informa- 
tion of the West family convinces us that our conclusions upon 
this subject are, in the main, correct ; but unfortunately I have not 
at my disposal at this time either his statement, for which I some 
time since wrote, but which I fear his failing health prevents him 
from preparing, nor much that I have myself sought out but have 
not preserved. I think, however, that the following will be rea- 
sonably conclusive upon this subject. 

On page nine hundred and seventy-eight of the Dudley's Family 
History, a voluminous and authoritative English work now in the 
possession of the Wilcox family of Salt Lake City the following 
occurs relative to Desire West,^ 4th daughter of 34 Nathaniel 
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West,*^ son of Zebulon,* Francis,'* Samuel,^ Francis,^ our emi- 
grant ancestor and a member, as we allege and firmly believe, of 
the Lord De La Ware family. 

"Desire West was daughter of Nathaniel West of Tolland, 
Conn., U. S. A., and Lucretia Woodbridge, and through her was 
related to Governor Thomas Dudley of Mass. Nathaniel West 
was a descendant of Admiral Francis West, brother of GovernoiJ 
John West of Virginia, also brother of Thomas West, Lord De 
La Ware or Delaware. Desire West was grand daughter of Hon. 
Zebulon West of Tolland, Conn. Sir Edward Guilford, Marshall 
of Callis, Lord Warden of Cinque Ports, and master of the ordi- 
nance under King Henry VHI, married Elinor, sister and heir 
of Thomas Lord De La Ware." 

The Boston Transcript of January 30th, 1905, contains a com- 
munication from P. C, on the subject of the ancestry of our 
Daniel West. He says : "I regret that I am unable to give K. 
W. H. L. any facts regarding the ancestors of Daniel West, tmt 
will gladly give the Governor Francis West line as requested." 
And after doing so concludes as follows : 

"I am told that Hutchinson's History says that Captain Fran- 
cis West, in 1632, bought large tracts of land in what is now 
Duxbury, and in 1633 his name is recorded with those of Stand- 
ish, Alden, Brewster and others as taxpayers. He returned to 
England, and his son Francis come over to take possession of the 
land and married Margery Reeves in 1639. Also that Captain 
John Smith's History of Virginia as well as the Muster of Vir- 
ginia states that he returned to England in 1630, but in 1632 was 
sent by Charles I with the rank of Admiral to New England to 
settle some questions regarding the fisheries. If the above works 
are authoritative then there can be no doubt but what our Francis 
West was a son of Governor Francis West of Virginia." 

Recurring to the statement of Mr. Standard that there never 
was a Sir Thomas KnoUys K. S. but that this should be Sir 
Francis Knolley K. S. and that 'Trancis West, brother of Thomas 
West, Lord Delaware who was Governor of Virginia was not 
knighted," I have nothing to say, for he may be correct. Neither 
would I at this time take issue with his statement, that "Francis 
West died in 1634, leaving an only son and child, Francis, who 
was a minor in 1629," for were this correct, this Francis who was 
a minor in 1629 might have been old enough ten years later, 1639, 
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to have married Margery Reeve and succeeded to his father's New 
England estates. In this event our emigrant ancestor, instead of 
being Francis^ the father of SamueP as given in the following 
pages, would be Francis the father of Francis^ the father of Sam- 
ueP thus still connecting us with the English family of Lord Dela- 
ware, but one generation farther back. This I am inclined to think, 
after carefully considering Mr. Standard's statements upon the 
subject, is the correct solution of the matter.

6. Sir John De Mohun, by visit the first Lord Mohun of 

Dunster Castle. He married Lady Ada, daughter of Sir 
\ Richard Pibetot, Knight. He died in 1330. They had: 

\7. Lady Margaret De Mohun, who married Sir John Cante- 

\ loupe, Knight, grandson of John Canteloupe, Lord Smith- 

J field. They had: 

/8. Lady Allimore Canteloupe, who married Sir Thomas de 
West, Knight, of Rughocombe, Wiltshire, Knight Gov- 
ernor of Christ Church Castle, Hampshire; summoned to 
Parliament in 1333 from Warwickshire as Baron West. 
He died in 1344. He lived in the time of Edward II. 
and III., A. D. 1307-27, and was in high favor, and had : 

9. Sir Thomas West, Knight, of Hempston-Canteloupe and 
great Terrington, Devonshire. He was a valiant soldier, 
and took part in the wars of Edward III. in France, and 
was with the king at the battle of Cresey, August 26, 1346. 
This nobleman won the favor of King Edward by per- 
sonally assisting in the rescuing of the King's son, the 
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Black Prince, from a perilous position. The French 
troops numbering 120,000 were defeated by the English 
army which did not exceed in numbers more than 40,000 
men. It was a g^reat day in the history of England, and 
Sir Thomas West seems to have regarded it the g^reatest 
of his life. *'Jour De Ma Vie," has been therefore, the 
motto of the knightly family of West for more than 600 
years. The crest was also bestowed upon Sir Thomas 
West and consists of a g^riffin's head in azure issuing out 
of a ducal coronet of gold. Sir Thomas married Alice, 
daughter of Reginald Fitz-Herbert, Baron of Wolverly. 
The oldest will written in English preserved at Somerset 
House is the will of this Lady Alice. It was proved Sep- 
tember 1, 1395. They had: 

10. Sir Thomas West, Knight, third Baron West, who served 

in the wars with France in 1395 and was summoned to 
Parliament in 1401. He married Lady Jane De La Warr, 
sister and heiress of Thomas Lord De La Warr and 
daughter of Roger De La Warr and Alianore Mobray. 
Sir Roger De La Warr personally assisted in capturing 
the king of France at the battle of Poictiers, September 
19, 1356. Sir Thomas died in 1405. They had: 

11. Sir Reginald, second son, fifth Baron West, living on the 

lands of his mother's inheritance, and was summoned to 
Parliament as Lord De La Warr. The title was conferred 
upon the Wests by King Henry VI. in the fifth year of his 
reig^. Sir Reginald performed a pilgfrimage to the Holy 
Land, A. D. 1441, and possessed vast estates. He mar- 
ried Lady Eleanor Percy, daughter of Henry, Earl of 
Northumberland. He died in 1451. They had: 

12. Sir Richard West, seventh Lord De La Warr, who was 

in Parliament from 1456 to 1497, and was a staunch sup- 
porter of the house of Lancaster in the war of the Roses. 
He married Katherine, daughter of Richard, Lord Hungei/- 
ford, and they had five sons and two daughters. One soA, 
Richard, became a Franciscan Friar at Greenwich, and tl » 
youngest daughter, Margery became a nun at Lyon, Mid- 
dlesex. Sir Richard died in 1497, and was succeeded by 
his son: 

13. Sir Thomas West, eighth Lord De La Warr, K. B., who 

was installed Knight of the Garter for military services 
in the second year of Henry VIII. in 1511. He was a 
soldier and married (1) Elizabeth, daughter of Hugh 
Mortimer; (2) Lady Elizabeth Copley, daughter of Roger 
Copley, of Gratten, in Surrey, and had three sons, Sirs 
Owen, George and William. He died in 1524. 

14. Sir George West, Knight, second son, married Lady Eliza- 

beth, daughter of Sir Anthony Moreton of Lechlade, -

Gloucestershire, England. He died December 30, 1538. 
They had: 

15. Sir William West, who succeeded his uncle Lord De La 

Warr, and was knighted at Hampton Court, February 5, 
1568, and crested Lord De La Warr at the same time. He 
servt«l with great distinction in the English army at the 
sie*^e of St. Quentin in Picardy. He married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Thomas Strange, of Chesterton, Gloucester- 
shire, and had three daughters and one son. He died Dec. 
30, 1595. 

16. Sir Ti^omas West, Knight, son of Sir WiUiam, born in 

1555, ucceeded his father as second Lord De La Warr in 
1595. He married November 19, 1571, Lady Ann, daugh- 
ter o; Sir Thomas Knowles (or Knollys) Knight of the 
Gartf -, and Treasurer of the household of Queen Eliza- 
beth. They had thirteen children; Sir Francis West, the 
fourib son, being the grandfather of the Colonial Wests, 
of America. Their children were: 

i. Elizabeth, b. Friday, Sept. 11, 1573, at Wherwell. She md., 
Feb. 12, 1583, Herbert Pellam, Jr. 

ii. Sir Robert, b. Monday, January 3, 1575, at Wherwell; md. 

He d. in the life- 
time of his father. 

iii. Sir Thomas, b. Thursday, July 9, 1577, at Wherwell. 

He succeeded his father as third Lord De la Warr, and 
was Governor and Captain General of Virginia in 1609-10. 
He left Lowes for Virginia in April, 1609, in his own good 
ship, De La Warr, and arrived Sunday, June 10. He went 
back to America in March, 1618, but died on the way after 
}e had reached Delaware Bay. He married Cicly, daugh- 
ter of Sir Thomas Shirley of Whiston, in 1602. The State 
of Delaware, derived its Colonial and present name from 
Sir Thomas West, also West Port, Virginia was, named 
after him. There is a portrait of Sir Thomas West in the 
American Magazine for January, 1883, (Vol. 9) which was 
taken from the original at Buckhurst Park in the County 
of Sussex, England. It was painted by Hilliard, and it fol- 
lows the original with care and may be depended upon as 
correct.

It is ordered 
that the levies of the said Sir West, and his family, be re- 
mitted and he be exempt from payment thereof during life."

DESCENDANTS OF SIR FRANCIS WEST. 

Sir Francis West, fourth son of Sir Thomas and Lady Ann 
Knowles, was born Saturday, October 28, 1586, at Wher- 
well, England. He was a brother of Sir Thomas West, 
the Governor of Virginia and was invited from Salisburg, 
Wiltshire, England, to Ducksburg, Mass., in 1622, by Six- 
Thomas of Mansfield, Mass. In 1622 he started from 
England in the ship Paragon with much freight and man> 
passengers; the ship, which was purchased by Sir John 
Pierce, sprung a leak shortly after leaving London, and 
when they reached the Dowes, they returned to London 
where they arrived after a journey of fourteen days. The 
ship was placed in the dock and refitted for the voyage. 
She again sailed having on board one hundred and nine- 
teen souls, but when about half way to America she was 
forced back by severe gales and again returned to Eng- 
land. The ship had suffered extremely, the boats ibove 
deck were washed adrift, the main mast was spent, the 
round house beaten off, and all the works on the upper 
deck suffered a like fate. He who stood to give directions 
to the ship's crew was made fast to prevent him f r« ^ be- 
ing washed overboard. Owing to the extreme leakv and 
rotten condition of the ship, she came near founder ng at 
sea; but was finally harbored safely at Plymouth in 1 amp- 
shire the latter part of June, to the wonderment of ah w lo 
beheld her in her forlorn condition. Sir Francis West had 
a commission from the council of New England as admir- 
al of New England and was commanded to restrain iiu'. -- 
lopers and such fishing ships as came to fish and trade wl i- 
out a license. But the fishermen proved too strong for 
him; however, his interference so disturbed matters that 
the fishing fleet shrank from 400 to 150 vessels. His com- 
mission reads : 

"Nov. 22, 1622. Order for Captain Francis West com- 
missioned to be appointed Admiral of New England, ana 
to go out in the ship Plantation/' 
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Captain Thomas Squib was commissioned an aid to 
the Admiral Nov. 3()th. (Petts memoranda from the 
council record.) 

Sir Francis West afterwards sailed for Virginia where, 
in 1625, he was shareholder and Governor until 1630. 
Henry Spelman writes as follows of him : 

"I was carried by Captain John Smith to Powhattan, 
where, unknown to me, he sold me to him for a town called 
Powhattan, and told Captain West how he bought this 
town for them to live in, wishing Capt. West to go there 
and settle. But Capt. West had spent much money to be- 
gin a town in another place, so would not go, which greatly 
displeased Capt. Smith, who at the time said nothing, but 
afterwards conspired with the Indian Powhattan to kill 
Capt. West, which plot took little effect."* 

Later Mr. West went to Duxbury, Mass., where he 
owned much land and was surveyor of highways in 1658 
and constible from 1664 to 1674. This was an office of 
high trust to which none were chosen but men of high 
standing and honor. On May 27, 1661, William Ford and 
wife, sold land in Duxbury, to Francis West and his heirs. 
He also owned land at Millbrook in 1642, 1661, and 1670. 
He married February 27, 1639, Margerie Reeves and 
died January 2, 1672.

He was 
admitted an inhabitant, that is, a voter, September 21, 1725, 
and was first elected to a public office in the year 1736. 
From that time to the day of his d«ath, thirty-four years 
afterwards, he was always in the possession of some place 
of public trust, in all of which he served with honor and dis- 
tinction. He was for seventeen years one of the selectmen 
of the town ; he was also town clerk for thirty- four years, 
and a justice of the peace twenty-six. He was the first per- 
son ever chosen to represent the town in the general assem- 
bly and represented it at forty-three sessions, being first 
chosen in September, 1748, and was re-elected at every ses- 
sion thereafter until his death, with one exception. For 
several sessions he was speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. He was judge of probate of the district of 
Stafford, from its organization in May, 1759, to his death. 
He was also one of the judges of Hartford county court 
during several sessions. Most of these offices, except those 
of selectman and speaker, and with the addition of member 
of the council, or upper house, to which he had just been 
elected, he held at the time of his death. 

He was rather above medium size and was very popular 
with the masses of the people, yet, it is said, he never asso- 
ciated with them nor was he familiar in his deportment to- 
wards them. His personal appearance was imposing, and 
he always commanded the greatest respect. A venerable 
lady about ninety years of age, who had lived near him, 
said of him about the year 1836, that he was very sedate. 
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inclined to talk but little, and was possessed of a remarkable 
good temper. When he went in to a place of public resort 
all present uncovered their heads, and conversation ceased. 
It should be remarked, however, that in his day respect was 
mutual, the young were carefully taught to be silent and 
respectful in the presence of their seniors. 

In the petty prosecution for violation of the moral law, 
so frequent in those days, Mr. West carefully distinguished 
between youthful thoughtlessness and confirmed depravity ; 
and whenever such prosecutions arose from the disposition 
to annoy or for revenge, he took care, as far as possible, to 
avoid making the law instrumental in gratifying private 
malice under the mask of public virtue. It was said that 
"Zebulon West never did \mt one wrong thing," — ^and that 
was certainly a very unfortimate one for the harmony of 
the town — **it was the procuring, by his superior influence, 
the location of the meetinghouse contrary to the just and 
strenuous wishes of nearly, if not quite a majority of the 
inhabitants of the town, at a place south of the geographical 
center." But notwithstanding this momentary resentment, 
he always exercised an almost unbounded influence in the 
management of town affairs, and was, through an entire 
generation, the leading spirit in Tolland. Three of his 
sons were educated at Yale College; Stephen, the eldest, 
was a clergyman and settled in the ministry at Stock- 
bridge, Mass., where he became one of the leading theo- 
logical writers in New England. Nathaniel, the second 
son, did not study a profession after g^duating, but set- 
tled in Tolland as a farmer, and was elected town clerk 
after the death of his father. In this office he served for six 
years, and then moved to Vermont. Jeremiah, the young- 
est, settled as a physician in Tolland. He was a surgeon 
in the revolutionary army and also served as a representa- 
tive in the general assembly for ten sessions. He was also 
a member of the convention in 1788, and voted for the 
adoption of the Federal Constitution. For fourteen years 
he was judge of Tolland county court.

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A BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 

OF 

CHAUNCEY WALKER WEST 



Chauncey Walker West, presiding Bishop of Weber county 
from 1855 to 1870, was the son of Alva West and Sally Benedict 
and was bom Feb. 6, 1827, in Erie county, Pennsylvania. His 
colonial ancestor, Francis West, who settled in Duxbury, Massa- 
chusetts, about the year 1620, is supposed to be identical with the 
Captain (afterwards Admiral) Francis West, brother of Lord 
De La Ware, who was governor of Virginia in 1609. (See Hist. 
Dudley Family, Fol. 978.) His parents removed in his childhood 
to the State of New York, where, in his sixteenth year, }ie obeyed 
the gospel, and soon after started out as a traveling Elder. In the 
fall of 1844 he gathered with his parents to Nauvoo, V\., where, 
early in 1845, he was ordained a member of the 12di quroum of 
Seventy — quite a distinguished position in those nays for a young 
man only seventeen years of age. When the Saints were expeKed 
from Nauvoo in 1846, he assisted in starting the first company for 
the west. In June, 1846, he left with his and his father's family, to 
seek a home in the Rocky Mountains. He partook of the hard- 
ships incident to that memorable journey, losing many of his kin- 
dred on the way, among the number his father and mother an . 
brother Joseph, who died at Winter Quarters. With no available 
resources but his indomitable will and untiring activity he suc-\^ 
ceeded in bringing his father's large family to Great Salt l-^ate 
valley, where they arrived in the fall of 1847. He was one of 
the first settlers of Salt Lake City and also of Provo, Utah courh 
from which latter place, in the month of December, 1849,ijhe 
started with a company of men under the direction of ApoJflfe^ 
Parley P. Pratt to explore the southern part of Utah. The ccfci-. 
pany was gone two months and suffered many hardships, but re- 
turned in safety. It was upon this return trip, and when the cofti - 
pany was threatened with starvation, and came near perishing k' 
the snow, that Brother Pratt selected Chauncey W. West smi 
Nathan Tanner from among the members of his party to go to the 
settlements for relief ; they made a most remarkable night and day 
journey to Provo. 

In the fall of 1852, Brother West and thirty-six others were 
called to go upon missions to eastern Asia. They started fror 
Salt Lake City on the 21st of November, taking the southern rout • 
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. t6 California. On reaching San Francisco, the Elders, who were 
practically without means, learned that $6,250 would be needed 
to take them to their several fields of labor. Nothing daunted they 
immediately distributed themselves over the city of San Francisco 
and throughout the mining regions of the state, seeking assistance. 
Elder West went to the latter section, and in less than two weeks 
the required amount was raised. Jan. 25, 1853, Elder West made 
a contract with Captain Windsor of the ship "Monsoon," for the 
passage of the Hindostan and Siam missionaries to Calcutta, 
agreeing to pay $200 per passenger. On the 28th they set sail 
■ y and on the 25th of April, 87 days from the time of their em- 
barkation, the vessel cast anchor in the river, in front of the city 
of Calcutta. From Calcutta Elder West's labors were extended 
to many of the principal cities of Hindostan, and to the island of 
Ceylon. He labored principally in the latter place and in the 
cities of Madras and Bombay. After an absence of two years and 
eight months, he returned home, arriving at Salt Lake City July 
15, 1855. Among the many very marvelous occurrences of this 
eventful mission, interesting and profitable mention might be 
made of the following: Five days after leaving San Francisco, 
Elders Richard Ballantyne and Levi Savage broke out with small- 
pox to the great consternation of the captain and crew. The Elders 
promptly called upon the Lord in fervent prayer for the speedy 
restoration of their brethren, and the preservation of themselves 
and the crew from the dreadful disease. God gave them an im- 
mediate witness that their prayers would be answered, and in less 
than two weeks the stricken Elders left their bunks and the small- 
pox, at first so threatening, disappeared from among them. The 
night previous to their arrival at Calcutta Elder West dreamed of 
seeing a little boy standing on the wharf among a crowd of peo- 
ple waiting for the arrival of the Elders, and, sure enough, when 
they did arrive, there he stood. Upon going ashore. Elder West 

v.- picked him out and remarked to his companions as he did so: 

"This is the little boy that I saw in my dream." Upon inquiry it 

'/as, found that Sister Matthew McCune, learning of the expected

^ 'omfaay the Elders encountered a terrific storm, and through an 

rfor in the captain's calculations, the ship was driven so near the 

shore that the vessel grounded and came near being broken to 

"' pieces. The life boats were launched, but immediately foundered. 

In the midst of these dreadful scenes. Elders West and Dewey 

rebuked the winds and waves in the name of the Lord, and almost 

immediately the raging elements were calmed, and the vessel 

.S:^>' swung off into deeper water. Although greatly damaged, and hav- 

,5a^ iner several feet of water in the hold, the ship was taken safelv to 
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port and no lives were lost. When homeward bound Elder West 
engaged passage for himself and Elder Dewey from Canton to 
San Francisco on the American vessel "Hiega/* and had gone as 
far as Hong Kong, China, when the Lord warned him in a dream 
to leave the ship, which he, in a vision, had seen wrecked upon 
the coral reefs. The warning was promptly obeyed, and the vessel 
put out to sea never to return. It was wrecked in precisely the 
manner seen by Elder West in his vision, for the captain, whom he 
afterwards met, told him the whole occurrence, and wanted to 
know why he had left his ship in such a mysterious manner. To 
his great astonishment Elder West related his dream, when the 
captain said with an oath, *Why did you not tell me?" The Elder 
replied that if he had he would have paid no attention to the warn- 
ing, but denounced him as a fool. The captain replied with an- 
other oath, "I guess you are right." While waiting to secure an- 
other passage home. Elder Dewey was taken violently ill ^ with 
chills and fever at a boarding house kept by a Mr. Young. In 
the meantime Elder West had arranged with Captain Miller of 
the vessel **Cressy" to ship as a sailor to San Francisco, for $LS 
per month, provided his companion was able to accompany him 
by the time the vessel was ready to sail. Most fervently did they 
pray for Elder Dewey*s recovery; and one day, while thus en- 
gaged, they were irresistibly impressed to leave the hotel and 
fro on board the ship. For some days past it had been raining very 
hard, and soon after they left the hotel, the storm loosened a 
large rock from the mountain side near by, which came rollinir 
down with terrific force and struck the hotel, completely demol- 
ishing it. One of the inmates was killed and several were wounded. 

In the fall of 1855 Brother West settled in Bingham's Fort. 
Weber county, and on the 29th of May removed to Ogden, having 
been appointed Bishop of the First Ward. In the fall of the. 
same year he was appointed presiding Bishop of Weber county?. 
a position which he held up to the time of his death, fourteen 
vears later. He was also elected to the House of Representative- 
by the Weber county constituency about this time and continuecj a; 
member of that body until the year 1869, when failing health cd ' 
pelled him to retire from the position. \ -^ -.^ 

As a prominent ecclesiastical officer of the Church he was u/ 
tiring in his labors and zealous in the extreme. His devotion^ v ' 
the cause,. and loving fidelity to his brethren, early won for hh 
the esteem of his superiors and the affectionate regard of thoi, 
over whom he was called to preside. As a legislator he was equalt^ 
efficient. While not overly fluent in speech, he was possessed of a 
sound judgment, and keen appreciation of the needs of his con- 
stituency, and the commonwealth in general, so much so that he 
was early called to occupy leading positions on the most important 
committees of the House, and became prominently identified with 
all the leading legislative movements of those exciting and cni-^ 
cial times. 
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July 18, 1857, he received his commission from Governor Brig- 
ham Young as colonel of the Fifth regiment, in Weber Military 
)istrict, and in March, 1858, was made brigadier-general in the 
Nauvoo Legion for distinguished services in the Utah war, which 
. position he filled with honor and ability. Being a man of great 
courage, unbounded energy and commanding presence, he was 
frequently selected for the most difficult and dangerous expedi- 
tions. He and his command were among the first to be called to 
the defense of the Saints when the misguided President Buchanan 
sent an invading army to Utah. At Echo canyon his regiment, 
..; . which was said to be among the best drilled and disciplined of the 
V Legion, occupied the post of danger (always the post of honor) 

in the center of the defile, and when tidings came of Johnston's 
intended detour via the Bear river, General West was selected to 
head him off. By forced marches he and his trusted men made 
such rapid progress and presented such an aggressive front to 
the enemy that, hearing of their movements, the invading troops 
returned to their former rendezvous and went into winter quarters. 
This practically ended active hostilities, and gave the government 
an opportunity of obtainnig a correct understanding of the LTtah 
situation. 

In the spring of 1863 Chauncey W. West was a member of the 

legislative convention of the inchoate State of Deseret which 

drafted a constitution and sent Hons. Wm. H. Hooper and Geo. 

Q. Cannon, senators, as a delegation to ask for the admission of 

Utah into the Union as a State ; and at the April conference, 1863, 

Elder West was selected to go to England and take charge of 

the European mission, in the absence of Geo. Q. Cannon, then its 

president. He left Ogden April 21, 1862, in company with Hon. 

.,vWilliam H. Hooper, and traveled, under cavalry escort, to the 

j^rontiers. Upon leaving Ogden, the people of Weber county turned 

^ out en masse to bid him goodbye. The artillery fired a salute and 

bands of music heading civic and military organizations accom- 

iv ^nied him some distance upon his journey. This public demon- 

.vfc.^«^ation of esteem for one whose brief sojourn of six years among 

'tl ; .^em had so won the hearts of his fellow-citizens, was only equal- 

'-' ^^'-^'^0 by the right royal welcome that met him on his return sixteen 

v't:i i^bnths later. At Washington he was introduced to President 

j; iLincoln and other distinguished statesmen, and on the 21st of 

' v, /nne he sailed per steamer "City of Washington'' for Liverpool, 

\^rriving there on the morning of the 4th of July. He immediately 

cijtered upon the duties of his calling as president of the European 

mission and so continued until President Cannon's return. He 

" visited all the leading conferences of the British Isles and traveled 

extensively in Europe, preaching the gospel wherever opportunity 

offered. Upon the return of President Cannon he assisted him 

s^enerally with the affairs of the mission until released to return 

iiome in the fall of 1863. 
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As a business man Bishop West was pre-eminently successful 
until the closing years of his life, when misfortune of an unusual, 
and seemingly unavoidable character, overtook him. Prior to this 
he was one of the most resourceful men in Utah, always abound- 
ing in enterprises that had for their primary purpose the profitable 
employment of his people. He was foremost in the building of 
canals and wagon roads, and the first to develop the lumber in- 
dustry by the building of saw mills in the mountains. He and 
Francis A. Hammond established a tannery, boot and shoe and 
saddle and harness manufactory in Ogden. He also conducted a 
mercantile business, a hotel, a livery stable, a blacksmith and .; 
wagon shop, a meat market and many other minor establishments. r'^; 
In connection with Joseph A. Young he erected what was then . ^^ *^ 
one of the largest and finest flouring mills in the Territory. He •"''' 
also engaged extensively in freighting and carried the surplus pro- 
ducts of his people to distant markets. In all these enterprises 
employment was furnished to hundreds of his fellow-citizens. 

When the Union Pacific and Central Pacific railways were being 
built, he and Ezra T. Benson and Lorin Farr took a contract to 
grade 200 miles of the latter road from Ogden west. It was in the 
prosecution of this work, undertaken under circumstances that 
made it herculean in character, that Bishop Chauncey W. West's 
eventful life was brought to an early termination. He had been 
given immediate personal supervision of the work, which was be- 
ing pushed with all the vigor that money and the competitive en- 
ergy that the two companies could command. As the Union and 
Central Pacific forces neared each other, work was kept up night 
and day, and to add to the already high tension of affairs, the 
Union Pacific company advanced wages so as to draw off the 
working force of its competitor. This in turn had to be met b 
another raise on the part of the Central Pacific contractors, anti 
thus they were placed at the mercy of their men who became mas- 
ters of the situation instead of servants of those by whom they 
were employed. It was under these circumstances of labor demor 
alization that the most expensive part of this work had to be doti| 
and in consequence its cost was enormous, and far beyond th 
prices to be paid therefor as specified in the contract. Govern^V; ", 
Stanford, who was personally upon the ground and understooidi; .4_ 
the situation fully, promised to make the contractors more than' 
whole, if they would not slacken their efforts, but rush the work ; ;;, 
to completion with the utmost possible dispatch. This was domj: H^ 
but the promise was never fulfilled, and in conesquence, the con- 
tractors were financially ruined. Bishop West went to San Fran- 
cisco to get a settlement with the Central Pacific company, but ^ 
died without accomplishing it. His health had been greatly im- ^ 
paired by the hardships and exposure to which he had been sub- 
jected in prosecuting this work, and the damp, foggy weather of 1 
the coast, coupled with his great anxiety to secure such a settle- 
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If nt as would enable him to discharge his obligations, proved too 
iuch for him in his enfeebled condition. On Jan. 6, 1870, he was 
compelled to take his bed, from which he never arose again. In 
Ids last moments his great anxiety was to prevent grief on the 
part of his family. Just previous to his demise he declared to his 
wife that he had been visited by his mother and many of his de- 
parted relatives who had expressed joy at the prospect of welcom- 
*ng him speedily to their society. 

At 6 o'clock on the morning of January 9, 1870, his noble spirit 
passed away to the realms of the just. In speaking of his death 
Elder Charles W. Penrose in the "Ogden Junction" says : "Weber 
county has lost a man of great value, the Church on earth a bright 
light and a faithful and devoted minister, and the poor a generous 
and large hearted benefactor. Among the many encomiums passed 
upon his character, one of the brightest and best and most fre- 
quently repeated is, *He was a friend to the poor.' Chauncey W. 
West has passed from the sight, but not from the memory of his 
friends, for his name will be numbered among those of earth's 
greatest and noblest." Although but 43 years of age at the time 
of his death. Bishop West left a large family to mourn his loss. 

This biographical sketch of Bishop Chauncey W. West will be 
most fittingly closed with the following brief review of his labors 
in the British mission, and of his life and character in general, 
from a private letter written by President George Q. Cannon to his 
son, Hon. Joseph A. West, dated January, 1887 : "His labors dur- 
ing this mission were greatly appreciated by myself and the Elders 
and Saints. During my entire acquaintance with him, from the 
time of his arrival at Nauvoo until his death, he was a man of 
untiring energy and industry. He was remarkable for these qual- 
\ ities and for his great hopefulness. I do not think he ever had a 
feeling of discouragement in his life. His boundless hope doubt- 
less led him into enterprises from which other men would shrink 
and made him carry burdens which others would not have at- 
tempted to lift. He had an excellent command of his temper, and 
a very pleasing address, and being a man of handsome face and 
figure, he made friends wherever he went. The experience which he 
'had in public life, combined with these personal advantages, made 
him a most valuable aid to me in my labors, and our association 
together while he was in that mission, forms one of the pleas- 
antest recollections of my Hfe. In the early years of my acquaint- 
ance with him, and especially in summer and winter quarters, and 
in crossing the plains, and the first two years of our settlement in 
1^ the Salt Lake valley, which was as long as I remained there before 
M^ taking my first mission, I was always greatly impressed with the 
^ ripeness of his physical and mental powers. He was a self-con- 
* fident, full-equipped and well developed mature man when others 
of his age were but youths in appearance and action. I was the 
more impressed with these characteristics of his because there 
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was not a month's difference in our ages, and I was the older. 
When he left Nauvoo he was only nineteen years, and when he 
reached Salt Lake valley only twenty years of age; but among 
those of his acquaintance who did not know his age, he always 
passed as a man several years older." From this and many like 
expressions given to the memory of his life by noble compeers 
his record may close thus : **Chauncey Walker West was held in 
the highest esteem, and regarded with the deepest affection^ by 
those who knew him best ; he is spoken of as having been a wor- 
thy citizen; as a militia commanding officer of high spirit and 
courage, as a business man of pre-eminent enterprise and ability, 
and as a never-failing friend and benefactor of his fellow-man. 



HENRY TRACY WEST, 

The third son of Pelatiah West and Huldah Green West, was 
bom at Rochester, Monroe County, New York, October 17, 1824. 
His parents moved to Palmyra, Wayne County, N. Y., when he 
was six months old and he resided there until he was married, in 
1845. 

He early began a stirring career, having taught in both the 
public schools and the Academy before he was of age, and was not 
21 years old when, on June 10th, 1845, he married Mary Olivia 
Sears, the daughter of Rev. John Sears, a Baptist clergyman, and 
the next day thereafter, he, with his wife, started for Lake Coun- 
ty, Illinois, where for a time he divided his work between farm- » 
ing and teaching school. In the spring of the year 1849 he en 
gaged in the drug business, with N. T. Cody, in the town of Lir 
tlefort, — ^now Waukegan — Lake County, 111., which business he 
pursued, in several places, until, in 1861, he entered the emplcn 
of Burnham & Suettle, wholesale druggists, in Chicago, as .: 
commercial traveler, and finally, in 1865, became a partner in tlu 
firm of Smith, Cutler & Co., in 1868 of the firm of Burnham 
& Van Schaack, successors. 

In 1870 he went to Colorado as one of the locating commit- 
tee of the Union Colony, the members of which founded tli«:- • 
town, — now city, — of Greeley, Weld County, Colorado, where he- 
has since resided. He was the first secretary of "the Union Col 
ony of Colorado," its legal name, — and since the year 1890 ha^^ 
been its president, and has just resigned, preparatory to moving ^ 
to Caldwell, Idaho, where, with his wife, with whom he has lived 
for 65 years, he expects to pass the remaining days of his life. 
He tells us that "on festal days when all get together, we num- 
ber twenty- four (24) of kin by birth or marriage."

ABRAHAM H. HOAGLAND. 

"Bishop" Hoagland. as he was familiarly called during the ma- 
ture part of his life, was born iin New Jersey, March 24, 1797. 
His ancestors for generations- were residents of "the Jerseys" and 
of Manhattan Island, the original emigrant coming, from Holland 
about the middle of the seventeenth century. In his youngman- 
hood Abraham Hoagland moved to Michigan, and was there a 
prosperous blacksmith and farmer, besides -beingr a leader in 
religious, thought, when found by the missionaries of the "Mor- 
mon" Churoh. He embraced the new faith .after calm deliberation, 
and removed with his family to Nauvoo, the gathering place of the 
Church, in 1842. With the body of the Saints he was expellet' 
from that city and the state of Illihois, in 1846, and the following 
year covered the weary journey from the Missouri river to Sah 
Lake valley, arriving, in. the .month of October, following the 
advent of the first pioneer party in the previous July. While still 
living in the primitive "fort", he .^was chosen one of the leading 
authorities among the settlers, and for a time was counselor to 
Edward Hunter, presiding bishop of the Church. He was pru- 
dent and practical^— an ideal.pioneer ; and everyone had confidence 
in his judgment. Later he became bishop of the Fourteenth ward, 
then the most populous and the leading .ward in the city; a position 
which he held, entrenched in the love of those over whom he 
presided, until his death, Feb. 14, 1872. He enjoyed important 
civil as well as ecclesiastical honors, and fulfilled every duty with 
integrity and singleness of pturpose. The affection in which he 
was held, not less by the children than by their parents, was a 
beautiful tribute to the gentleness and uprightness of his char- 
acter. He was, in a word, "the noblest workof God" — an honest 
man.
